A Clinical  Area  to  Serve  Communicatively  Impaired  Infants  and  Their 
Families  in  the  future  Hearing  and  Speech  Agency  facility  was  dedicated 
to  Dr.  William  G.  Hardy,  Dr.  Miriam  P.  Hardy  and  Miss  Harriet  L,  Haskins 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  University.  The  honor  was  made  possible 
because  of  the  gifts  of  many  friends  and  associates  of  the  Hardys,  Miss 
Haskins,  and  of  The  Hearing  and  Speech  Agency,  a United  Fund  Agency.  The 
dedication  took  place  on  March  1 in  the  Hilton  ballroom  v/here  over  300 
people  from  across  the  country  gathered  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Hardys  and 
Miss  Haskins  in  recognition  of  their  professional  and  humanitarian  achieve- 
ments and  contributions.

Richard  Masland,  M.  D. , Chief  of  Neurology,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  and  many  patients,  colleagues  and  friends.
